Winning  The  War 


God  has  hurled  upon  America  the  gigantic  task  of  making 
the  world  a democracy.  Tested  by  a century  and  a half  we  have 
“a  government  of  the  people,  by  the  people,  and  for  the  people.” 
Millions  of  refugees  from  every  land  have  crowded  our  shores.

With  the  very  existence  of  this  nation  at  stake  and  the  cause 
of  world-wide  Democracy  hanging  in  the  balance  should  we  give 
thought  or  money  to  Colleges?

In  the  first  frantic  rush  to  create  an  army,  the  Government 
called  the  college  men.  Over  night  our  schools  had  poured  their 
finest  young  men  into  the  training  camps.  Soon  thousands  of 
these  will  sleep  beneath  the  dew  and  sod  across  the  sea.  If 
Democracy  is  not  to  be  betrayed,  other  thousands  must  be  ready 
from  college  halls  to  take  their  places. 


President  Wilson  is  the  dominant  personality  on  earth  today. 
He  is  a college  man.  He  knows  how  dependent  upon  intelligent 
leadership  democracy  is.  Through  the  United  States  Commissioner 
on  Education,  he  has  insisted  that  every  School  Superintendent 
in  the  United  States  urge  High  School  graduates  to  go  to  college. 
The  following  quotation  may  rightly  be  considered  the  official 
utterance  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States  on  this  question: 

“//  the  war  should  be  long , the  country  will  need  all  the  trained 
men  and  women  it  can  get — many  more  than  it  now  has.  There 
Will  be  men  in  abundance  to  fight  in  the  trenches , but  there  will  be 
a dearth  of  officers , engineers,  and  men  of  scientific  knowledge  and 
skill  in  all  the  industries,  in  transportation  and  in  many  places 
where  skill  and  daring  are  just  as  necessary  for  success  as  in  the 
trenches .”

Rebuilding  The  World 


After  the  war  will  come  a period  of  world-wide  rebuilding 
of  society.  Old  bottles  are  being  broken;  the  new  wine  of  world- 
wide Democracy  can  be  contained  only  in  new  bottles.  Men  will 
live  in  a new  world.  Will  that  world  be  nearer  the  ideal  of  the 
Kingdom  of  God  than  the  world  today?  It  will  depend  upon 
its  leadership. 


Our  Country  must  do  the  main  part  in  rebuilding  demolished 
and  empty-handed  Europe.  With  the  foreign  world  to  be  made 
over  again  the  colleges  of  America  will  be  taxed  to  their  limit. 


Recently  a man  who  knows  said  that  the  first  shortage  of 
men  and  women  will  come  in  the  class  of  those  with  special 
educational  qualifications.  It  is  certain  that  the  need  for  such 
men  and  women  will  not  grow  less  as  the  war  goes  on,  but  many 
times  greater,  and  the  war  seems  likely  to  go  on  for  years  instead 
of  months.  From  the  educational  institutions  must  come  a steady 
undiminishing  stream  of  skilled  doers  and  capable  leaders.  Those 
in  authority  are  as  deeply  anxious  that  the  schools  keep  on  turning 
out  their  product  as  they  are  that  the  farms  and  mills  and  mines 
keep  on  producing  theirs. 


“ When  the  war  is  over,  there  will  be  made  upon  us  such  demands 
for  men  and  women  of  knowledge  and  training  as  have  never  before 
come  to  any  country.  The  colleges  of  Europe  are  now  almost  empty. 
The  older  students,  graduates  and  professors  are  fighting  in  the 
trenches  or  are  already  dead,  as  are  many  scientific  and  literary  men 
whose  work,  is  necessary  for  the  enlargement  of  cultured  life.  For 
many  years  after  the  war  some  of  these  countries  will  be  unable  to 
support  colleges.

Dollars  Doing  Double  Duty 


The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  College  has  fallen  in  with  the 
wise  policy  of  our  Government  in  fostering  higher  education  by 
voting  to  accept  Liberty  Bonds  at  par  on  payment  for  subscriptions. 
By  this  farsighted  move  it  becomes  possible  for  the  investor  who 
looks  to  the  future  to  come  to  the  aid  of  his  country  in  the  prosecu- 
tion of  her  war.  At  the  same  time  the  College  is  endowed,  binding 
the  subscriptions  already  made,  and  helping  to  bring  to  richest 
fruitage  the  young  manhood  and  womanhood  of  Southern  Indiana. 


The  Columbus  Citizen,  speaking  editorially,  said  recently: 

“Panic?  There  are  those  who  fear  that  depositors  in  banks 
will  withdraw  their  funds  for  purchase  of  Liberty  Bonds  to  such  an 
extent  as  to  wreck  banks  or  compel  them  to  call  in  their  loans  and 
thus  wreck  individuals.  The  Federal  Reserve  system  is  a sure 
preventive  of  bank- wrecking. 


“ Moreover , when  a depositor  goes  to  his  bank  for  money  for 
the  bonds,  he  does  not  actually  draw  out  the  money.  He  usually 
buys  the  bonds  in  the  bank . Neither  does  Uncle  Sam  demand  of 
the  banks  the  bond  money  in  bulk • Tie  draws  what  he  wants,  from 
time  to  time,  with  regard  to  accommodation  of  the  banks,  spends  it 
in  the  factories,  and  the  Wage  earners  return  it  to  the  banks  as  deposits. 


“ And  behind  Uncle  Sams  borrowings  is  the  biggest  hoard  of  gold 
a nation  ever  possessed. 


“ There  is  little  or  none  of  the  ordinary  splurging  in  new  business 
enterprises,  perhaps,  and  there  may  be  much  less  of  the  ordinary 
investments,  but  there  is  an  enormous  accumulation  of  gold,  the  wages 
of  the  artisan  are  rising  and  the  farmers  are  prosperous.  In  addition, 
the  people  are  learning  to  produce  more  and  to  save  more.  Verily, 
the  stage  is  not  set  for  anything  like  a panic.*'

Gifts  To  Education  Exempted  From  Taxation 


When  the  United  States  Senate  studied  the  taxation  of  incomes 
for  war  revenue,  it  was  decided  unanimously  that  gifts  to  education 
and  other  charitable  and  religious  purposes  up  to  15%  of  the 
entire  yearly  income  should  be  exempt  from  taxes. 

In  a democracy  where  the  church  and  state  are  rightfully 
separated,  it  is  recognized  that  the  Church  and  all  of  its  educational 
and  charitable  work  must  rest  down  upon  the  free-will  gifts  of 
the  people  and  not  upon  taxation.  The  Christian  Colleges  which 
are  rendering  such  vital  service  and  making  such  glorious  sacrifices 
for  the  nation,  both  in  war  and  in  the  pursuits  of  peace,  must  not 
be  allowed  to  suffer  during  the  war.  The  exemption  of  such  gifts 
from  taxation  is  a grateful  recognition  of  such  service  on  the  part 
of  the  nation. 

If  the  liberal  and  public-spirited  givers  to  these  non-State 
Charities  should  cease  their  support,  the  Colleges  would  be 
compelled  to  close  their  doors,  or  be  taken  over  by  the  State, 
thus  adding  immensely  to  the  burden  of  taxation. 

“77ie  nation  has  just  made,  through  its  representatives  in 
Congress,  the  largest  government  appropriations  in  human  history. 
The  French  revenue  of  $500,000,000  in  1875,  was  the  largest  revenue 
to  that  time  received  by  any  government.  Congress  has  appropriated 
billions.  These  billions  will  be  collected  by  taxation.  The  wise 
legislation  which  has  given  the  government  the  machinery  to  collect 
them  has  rightfully  defended  religious  and  charitable  enterprises  by 
enacting  a provision  which  excludes  gifts  to  religion  and  charity  from 
taxable  income.  The  moral  machineries  of  the  Nation  have  not  been 
thrown  out  of  gear  as  would  have  happened  if  donations  to  their 
welfare  were  taxed  and  surtaxed  as  is  income  employed  for  personal 
uses.

THE  CHRISTIAN  COLLEGES  MUST  NOT  BE 
ALLOWED  TO  SUFFER  DURING  THE  WAR. 
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Methods  of  Investment 


Direct  Gifts  Direct  Transfer  of  Real  Estate,  Cash,  Liberty  Bonds, 
or  other  Securities  without  lien  of  any  sort  is  the 
best  for  the  College  since  it  provides  immediate  income. 


Annuity  By  the  Annuity  Plan,  the  donor  transfers  his  cash 
Bonds  or  property  at  once  to  the  College,  and  receives  a 

bond  executed  by  the  Trustees  of  the  College  in 
legal  form.  This  bond  yields  an  annual  income  to  the  donor, 
or  his  designated  heirs  during  their  natural  life.  The  rate  of 
interest  varies  according  to  the  age  of  the  annuitant.  The  bonds 
are  issued  in  any  sum  from  $100  to  $100,000. 


Estate  An  Estate  Note  is  due  at  the  death  of  the  maker 

Notes  and  payable  out  of  his  estate.  This  method  enables 

the  donor  to  control  his  property  during  his  natural 
life.  It  enables  him  to  give  more  largely  than  he  otherwise  could. 
The  gift  can  be  made  productive  at  once  by  paying  interest  on 
the  note. 


Scholarship  The  sum  of  One  Thousand  Dollars  in  cash  or 
Investment  approved  securities  may  be  transferred  to  the  College 
to  establish  a scholarship  in  the  name  of  the  donor, 
or  in  the  name  of  some  loved  one  whom  he  wishes  to  honor  with 
a fine  memorial.  He  receives  a certificate  in  legal  form  from  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  empowering  him  to  name  the  beneficiaries  of 
this  scholarship.  The  money  is  invested  by  the  Trustees  in 
approved  securities.  The  income  is  used  for  twenty  years  to  apply 
on  the  tuition  of  some  worthy  young  person  designated  by  the 
donor. 
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
